
Town centre bar hit with closure notice 



A TOWN centre bar was slapped with a closure notice at 
the weekend. The doors were slammed shut on Bridport’s 
No 10 cafe/bar after a closure notice was issued on be¬ 
half of the district council’s license control team. 

The cafe/bar re-opened again hours later following an 
inspection by a Bridport police officer on the morning of 
June 10th. 

The latest incident at the East Street bar has caused its 
owner Paul Hindes to think about closing it after years of 
fighting to keep the bar open has taken its toll. 

West Dorset District Council (WDDC) senior licensing 
officer Jenna Rawle said Dorset Police had found two 
breaches of the licence conditions and issued a section 19 
notice. 

She said: “An officer of the district council’s Licensing 
Team carried out a number of planned routine joint in¬ 
spection with Dorset Police on Saturday night. One of the 
premises attended was No 10 in East Street, Bridport.” 

The closure notice was issued at 12:10am last Sunday 
because of a lack of CCTV coverage and the breeching of 
a capacity control order. 

Mr Hindes denied the CCTV system was faulty, instead 
blaming data protection law which bans the televised part 
of the system being viewed by the general public. 


The 68-year-old also questioned how the capacity count 
was undertaken - claiming some customers had reported 
being counted up to three different occasions on the night. 

He said: “The officer claimed the CCTV wasn’t work¬ 
ing but it was, it’s as straight forward as that. 

“If there had been a problem we could still have ful¬ 
filled all the requirements of our license. 

“If we have too many people in we can control that 
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within minutes but she was more worried about the 
CCTV. 

“I live about 90 seconds away and if they had called me 
I could have demonstrated it working, but the officer put

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CHARMOUTH resident Nicky Coleman will be 
heading for the Olympics next month to work 
as a medic. 

Originally from Kent, NHS nurse Nicky 
moved to Charmouth in 1993. She has five 
sons and recently became a new grandmother. 


■ WHERE do you usually work? 

I work for the NHS as a nurse and I also teach in a variety 
of settings as a self-employed facilitator. I get upset when 
I read cases of neglect or mistreatment of patients. How¬ 
ever, I really feel these are very rare and of course they 
make the news. The NHS is still wonderful and there are 
many fantastic private nursing and residential homes. 

■ HOW did you get selected as a medic for the 
Olympics? 

The Olympic application went in sometime in 2010 and 
I had an interview in Weymouth in February 2011.1 did 
two events last year as part of the London Prepares series 
which were brilliant experiences; three-day eventing at 
Greenwich and sailing at Weymouth. This year I have 
also been on duty at the synchronised swimming at the 
Olympic Park. 

■ HOW did you feel to be selected? 

This is such an exciting, once-in-a-lifetime opportunity, 
to be with people who are as enthusiastic as me, learning 
from them and making good friendships. It is also about 
enjoying this amazing experience. I am proud to be part 
of this. It will be fantastic for Britain and leave a lasting 
legacy. It is a chance for anyone who wants to be in¬ 
volved, it will get the nation behind Team GB. What a 
fantastic year and a time to be patriotic, also with the 
Queen’s Diamond Jubilee. There will be lots of commu¬ 
nity spirit, parties and celebrations, and how exciting that 
the torch will be here. 

■ WHAT will your responsibilities be? 

I will be there to administer first aid to anyone who may 
need care and attention, to access and to refer on to the 
right treatment. We will be working in teams with differ¬ 
ent skill mixes. It has all come together and so much has 
been going on with the London Organising Commitee of 
the Olympic Games (LOCOG). They have been planning 
for years. I feel privileged that I have been a very small 
part of the run up to making this the best Olympic and 
Paralympic Games ever. I am grateful to my partner, as 
he doesn't mind me going off to London and leaving him 
with the boys. He is supportive and realises how much 
this means to me. 



■ HOW have you been preparing for the Olympic 
Games? 

Preparation has been orientation training at Wembley sta¬ 
dium, role specific training and venue training in London, 
plus my experience at events. I have worked with amaz¬ 
ing, dedicated and skillfull people. The medical and 
venue managers are super and inspirational. 

■ WHAT are you most looking forward to? 

I'm looking forward to the whole experience, the atmos¬ 
phere, comradeship, the sport, the diversity and culture 
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of the whole Games. I have always been fascinated by the 
Games the hard work and training the atheletes put in, as 
well as their coaches and teams. 

■ DO you take part in any sports yourself? 

I'm afraid to say I do not take part in sport myself now. I 
used to compete in all equestrian disciplines as horses are 
one of my loves. 

■ WHAT are your other personal interests? 

It is so difficult to fit everything I wish to do into a jam- 
packed life. I live a lot of my dreams and aspirations by 
being with my family. They are everything to me and I 
have nurtured and loved them so much. My energies have 
been put into running a home, working in a job I adore 
and rearing my children. I have enjoyed amateur dramat¬ 
ics, taking part in many productions. Now I enjoy Zumba 
and my book club. My greatest joy now is to travel and 
explore. Writing would be another interest, but I haven't 
got very far with that yet! 

■ WHAT do you like about living in Charmouth? 

There are amazing people in Charmouth, so many things 
going on. They are friendly, interesting and want the best 
for our community. 

■ WHAT would you change or add to the area? 

What I would change is fly tipping. We humans have been 
given so much beauty in nature and yet some people just 
want to blight it!

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WEST BAY LOOKOUT PLANS SUNK 


INITIAL plans to build a coastwatch lookout station in 
West Bay have been aborted. The future of the National 
Coastwatch Institute's (NCI) coverage of Lyme Bay has 
taken a knock after the organisation was forced to with¬ 
draw its planning application. 

The NCI faces a race against time as a deadline to find 
another site nears. 

The organisation needs to move from its temporary 
base when development at the Burton Bradstock site 
begins this October. 

The district council's heritage team blocked plans for 
the lookout on East Pier despite NCI representatives 
working closely with West Dorset District Council for 
four months. 

The team put the brakes on the plans because of con¬ 
cerns it would impact on the Grade Two listed pier and 
the fishing resort's conservation area. 

It follows BridportTown Council's decision to appose 
plans for a lookout in March this year. 

A question mark hangs over the future of the NCI 


lookout's next site- despite it receiving both the De¬ 
clared Facility Status and the prestigious Queen's Award 
for Voluntary Service (QAVS) in the past two months. 

Graeme Gemmill, NCI deputy station manager, said 
they were making sure the second application was wa¬ 
tertight before submitting it. 

He said: "Although we have been talking to various 
people in the district council we had obviously not 
been talking to enough people because the heritage 
people would not have allowed us to put anything up 
on the west pier, so the whole thing was an abortive at¬ 
tempt. We are going to submit another application but 
we don't know when because we are still clearing the 
air with the department at the district council. 

"We want to make sure, if going through another ap¬ 
plication, it's not going to get tripped up by us not talk¬ 
ing to everybody who has a say in the decision because 
we've already wasted about four months trying to get 
something through which never had a hope." 

He added that they had identified a site in West Bay 


on top of an ice cream kiosk on the promenade, but ne¬ 
gotiations were still ongoing. 

Councillor Robert Gould, leader of WDDC, confirmed 
the planning application was withdrawn in response to 
concerns raised by planning and conservation officers. 

He said: "There were concerns regarding the impact 
of the proposal on listed buildings and the conserva¬ 
tion area in this very important and prominent location. 

He added: "We are working with the applicant to try 
and find an alternative suitable location to enable a re¬ 
vised application to be submitted." 

Since the temporary site opened in May 2010 it has 
been Declared Facility Status and is officially part of the 
UK search and rescue service. 

It currently has just under 30 fully-trained volunteer 
watch-keepers who operate the lookout Friday to Mon¬ 
day. 

The QAVS accolade is the highest award given to local 
volunteer groups across the UK and is the equivalent 
to the MBE for volunteer groups 


Consultation period on proposed day centre cuts 


A SECOND round of consultations on proposed cuts to 
Bridport’s day care centres are set to start this Friday. 

Opinions on almost £20,000 of cuts earmarked for the 
Riverside and Fisherman’s Arms day centres will be 
gauged during a month of public meetings. 

The Fisherman’s Arms is facing a £12,500 shortfall and 
the Riverside could be hit with £6,100 cuts, according to 
initial proposals agreed by members of Dorset County 
Council (DCC) cabinet committee in May. 

The committee reviewed the plans for day centres be¬ 
fore agreeing to give the go-ahead for further consulta¬ 
tion. 

DCC aims to save £600,000 in the next two years across 
the county through staff reduction by cutting vacant hours 
and the reconfiguration of staff to make services more vi¬ 
able. 

The county council currently operates 24-day centres 
with a total of 922 places per day at a cost of around 
£6.5m each year.

a closure order on the bar instead. 

“On a Saturday night we are where the young people 
go, they are lively but we police it and the kids know the 
score: misbehave and you’re put out the door.” 

He added: “At the moment I’m so depressed about 
things I’m considering closing the front door and going 
on holiday because this latest incident has really annoyed 
me.” 

The bar has been at centre of a number of concerns in¬ 
cluding drunken behaviour and overcrowding since open¬ 
ing 12 years ago. 

In 2010 WDDC licensing committee license stopped 
people entering the venue after lam, limited its capacity 
to 60 customers and demanded an effective CCTV was 
installed. 

The closure order was from Section 19 of the Criminal 
Justice and Police Act 2001. They can be used where 
unauthorised sale of alcohol is or has occurred in the last 
24 hours. 

In this instance the sale of alcohol would be unautho¬ 
rised as was not in accordance with the licence (as the bar 
was not adhering to the conditions of the licence). 



The proposals were drawn up to ensure local day serv¬ 
ices offer good value and can cater for people’s needs in 
the future, according to the county council. 

But Bridport councillors have expressed concerns about 
the proposals. 

Town and county Councillor Karl Wallace said he had 
received mixed information about the cuts. 

He said: “There seems to be some confusion. Council 
officers are saying there will be cuts but councillor An¬ 
drew Cattaway [DCC cabinet member for adult social 
care] is saying there won’t. 

“At this stage I’m concerned that, although there’s re¬ 
assurance there will not be any cuts, with the economic 
climate things can change very rapidly.” 

He added: “I think they need to invest in day services 
more than ever before because of the demographic. Peo¬ 


ple are living longer and people retire and move to this 
area, but we need appropriate resources in place. 

“I would be cynical if any other outside bodies took on 
the services. Personally I think the NHS should take over 
adult social care because I think they have all the appro¬ 
priate skills and carers already.” 

Councillor Cattaway said in May: “We know that day 
services are highly valued and make a vital contribution 
to meeting people’s needs. 

“We want to ensure these services can be maintained 
and developed for the future and that they are in line with 
people’s needs.”

DIAMOND JUBILEE GAVE US 
SENSE OF NATIONAL UNITY 


AT A time when pessimism seems to be winning the 
day, the Diamond Jubilee certainly felt like a wel¬ 
come dose of optimism. 

Political, economic and social crises are emerging 
and evolving across Europe. The ties that bind many 
nations together are being tested and questioned to 
the extreme. 

Glumness seems to be hanging over Europe, like 
a stubborn cloud caught on the Matterhorn, and the 
people of Britain are not exempt. 

However, unlike others, we were given the oppor¬ 
tunity to take the grandest of respites from such 
gloom and remind ourselves of something very im¬ 
portant if we, as a nation, are to come out of the trou¬ 
bles stronger than when we entered. 

The Queen’s Diamond Jubilee provided the respite 
and what a magnificent few days. 

The events that took place were full of grandeur 
and pomp, befitting 60 years of dedicated service by 
possibly the most popular monarch to date. 

For me, the 1,000-strong flotilla set the tone of the 
Jubilee. In typical British fashion, the good weather 
failed to turn up to greet a once in a lifetime occa¬ 
sion. 

However, despite the bad weather, the flotilla 


sailed through undeterred as people celebrated on 
the banks of the Thames and the 86-year-old Queen 
held a smile after four hours in the rain. 

Perhaps, even more than the events themselves, the 
atmosphere will be remembered. There was an un¬ 
deniable sense of shared identity, history and future 
- a sense of togetherness at every event. 

Whether you were one of the million people to 
squeeze onto the Mall, or one of the people who took 
part in one of the many street parties in West Dorset, 
or one of those who simply watched the events un¬ 
fold on TV, you were bound to feel the sense of na¬ 
tional unity. 

I suspect that, secretly, even the (very) few repub¬ 
licans that lined the banks of the Thames to protest 
would have recognised the profound ability of the 
monarchy to bind our nation together in a way that 
no politician could. 

Although we all recognise that occasions like these 
won’t, unfortunately, solve our problems we cannot 
dismiss their significance. 

Bagehot once described a Royal wedding as “a 
brilliant edition of a universal fact”. 

The Jubilee gave us universal participation in a 
brilliant edition of our national pageant.

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Extra police in town for Euro 2012 


by Paul Crompton 

paul.crompton@pemedia.co.uk 


EXTRA police will be drafted into 
Bridport to deal with boozy foot¬ 
ball fans during each of England’s 
European Championship games. 

The Bridport section of Dorset 
police will be bolstered by extra 
officers to stamp out trouble 
throughout the tournament, which 
runs through to July 1st. 

The actual number of police offi¬ 
cers drafted into the market town 
has not been released. 

The move comes after previous 
football tournaments had caused 
increases in drunken and anti-so¬ 
cial behaviour. 

People caught committing public 
order offences or alcohol-fuelled 
violence in the town centre will be 
arrested and dealt with accord¬ 
ingly, warn police. 

Officers will also clamp down on 


domestic violence incidents, which 
traditionally soar during major 
football tournaments. 

During the nights that England 
play officers will carry out bail 
checks on known offenders of do¬ 
mestic violence to combat the 
problem. 

Mike Darby, Bridport Neigh¬ 
bourhood Inspector, said Dorset 
Police wanted people to enjoy the 
Euro 2012 tournament but to do so 
safely. 

He said: “West Dorset is one of 
the safest places in the whole of the 
country to reside. However, extra 
police are available and on duty if 


needed. 

“Extra staff will be on duty in 
Bridport Section on the dates that 
England matches take place. 

“Dorset Police is keen that peo¬ 
ple enjoy the games and remember 
to drink responsibly.” 

Dorset Police Superintendent 
Mick Rogers said they recognised 
that it was only ever a small minor¬ 
ity of people that caused trouble, 
and that the vast majority of fans 
will enjoy watching the games 
without any problems. 

But he warned: “Anyone who 
thinks they can use the Euro 2012 
tournament as an excuse to get

drunk and commit crime needs to 
realise that this will not be toler¬ 
ated.” 

He added: “With the increase in 
alcohol consumption that often oc¬ 
curs during these big football tour¬ 
naments, there is a risk that 
incidents of violent crime and do¬ 
mestic abuse will increase. 

“I would strongly encourage any¬ 
one who becomes a victim of do¬ 
mestic abuse to report it to Dorset 


Police so that we can take action. 

“We have specially trained offi¬ 
cers available to support victims 
and to investigate these types of of¬ 
fences. Anyone who commits do¬ 
mestic violence will not only face 
a possible prison sentence, but they 
will also have to live with the 
stigma of being an offender of this 
appalling crime.” 

Anyone who suffers domestic vi¬ 
olence is encouraged to report it to 


Dorset Police straight away on 
101 .

Green light for 
jubilee name 

A PIECE of land is set to be renamed 
the Jubilee Green after Bridport coun¬ 
cillors waived through a request from a 
community group. 

Bridport Community Orchard asked 
for the land at the top Park Road to be 
renamed after it was planted with 25 
native species apple trees in March. 

The group asked the town council's 
Environment and Social Wellbeing com¬ 
mittee to consider proposals to rename 
the land in Allington to commemorate 
the Queen's Diamond Jubilee. 

Ownership of the 1,200 square metre 
patch of land overlooking the town was 
transferred to Bridport Town Council 
from the district council. 

It is hoped the rejuvenation of the 
land will increase bio-diversity and at¬ 
tract wildlife such as birds, butterflies, 
and bees as well as residents. 

The full town council will ratify the 
decision on June 26th.

Town council's energy usage 
to be subject of master's thesis 


A STUDENT is set to investigate Bridport Town 
Council's use of energy. 

Usage levels will be monitored over the sum¬ 
mer by Brian Atkinson, who is using the author¬ 
ity as the topic of his master's thesis in 'The 
Green Economy'. 

Councillors heard the Bournemouth University 
student's plans during their Environment and 
Social Wellbeing committee meeting on June 
6th. He will then deliver a report to councillors 
in September on his investigation. 

Mr Atkinson told councillors the authority's 
fuel emissions were heading in the right direc¬ 
tion based on his initial calculations. 

He said: "It looks like emissions are falling and 
that's partly due to the fact that the heating in 
the Mountfield building has been switched off, 
and dealing with drafts seems to be doing a lot 
of good. 

"But it looks too good to be true so I will inves¬ 
tigate it further.The downturn in emissions can¬ 
not go on forever but it's a good sign." 

He added:"Hopefully by the time I've got a bet¬ 
ter idea about it all in September I will have 


some concrete proposals." 

Mr Atkinson told the committee the council 
should be looking to reduce emissions by 
around 10 tonnes each year by 2020. 

Councillors were told that if the council carried 
on as usual it would be responsible for more 
than 40 tonnes of carbon emissions each year. 

The council's target is 30.72 tonnes a year - a 
30 per cent reduction on 2005's 40.89 tonnes 
levels. 

Councillor David Rickard said the target would 
need to be revised now the town hall was being 
used more after its £1.4 million refurbishment. 

He said: "We have just got the town hall on 
stream which was a very cold building and as a 
result was very rarely used, but now we have 
good new heating and insulation set up there so 
it's going to be used a lot more. 

"This means it will add to our energy bill I'm 
sure, but we've tried to off set it by having UV 
panels fitted in Plottingham. 

"So I'd like to see something in the report 
which makes that clear, you cannot compare like 
for like in quite the same way."

DORSET Police are gearing up for its summer clampdown on 
drink driving. Drivers are being warned they face a prison sentence 
if caught drink driving on Dorset’s roads, as the month-long sum¬ 
mer drink and drug driving campaign begins during June. 

There will be increased traffic patrols and roadside checks taking 
place across Dorset during the month of June, as the force’s cam¬ 
paign runs in tandem with the national Association of Chief Police 
Officers (ACPO) campaign. 

Every driver that is involved in a collision during the campaign 
will be breath tested, irrespective of whether they are suspected of 
drink driving or not. 

Chief Inspector Matt Butler, head of Dorset Police’s Traffic Unit, 
said the prevention of drink and drug driving was a key element in 
the effort to reduce death and injury on the roads of Dorset. 

He said: “Drink and drug driving remains a significant contribu¬ 
tory factor in road deaths. Currently around 25 per cent of fatalities 
within Dorset involve alcohol. 

“It is proving difficult to change attitudes amongst some mo¬ 
torists, but those who decide to risk the safety of others will be ar¬ 
rested and prosecuted. If a member of the public suspects someone 
is going to drive under the influence of alcohol or drugs, they 
should dial 999 immediately and report the details to the police so 
that we can intercept that vehicle. 

“If you have any information about regular drink or drug drivers, 
please contact Dorset Police in confidence on 101 to report this. 
Alternatively, members of the public can call the free and anony¬ 
mous Crimestoppers line on 0800 555 111.”

COACHES WELCOME 
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St Michael's Trading 
Estate - the Hayward 
brothers have their say 



THE two brothers who plan to 
breathe new life into Bridport’s 
run-down St Michael’s Trading Es¬ 
tate have hit back at what they call 
misguided and inaccurate informa¬ 
tion about their intentions. 

Norman Hayward, 73, and his 
brother Clive, 74, whose family 
have owned the site for 44 years, 
seek to redevelop part of the estate 
to provide housing including af¬ 
fordable homes. 

Contrary to statements from 
some of the more vociferous oppo¬ 
nents to these plans, the amount of 
lettable space given up for housing 
is less than 10 per cent of the total 
site area. 

Also the brothers claim their crit¬ 
ics have overlooked the fact that 
the housing element will allow for 
significant investment in the re¬ 
mainder of the trading estate. 

Norman said: “The development 
will enable us to raise the funds to 
reinvest in much needed renova¬ 
tion and upgrading to the rest of 
the estate while at the same time 
maintaining the affordable rents 
that are so critical to the tenants 
and their future employment secu¬ 
rity” 

In advance of an outline planning 
application, scheduled to be heard 
next Thursday by the West Dorset 
District Council Development 
Control (Planning) Committee, the 
brothers have told West Dorset 
councillors in a letter: “We have 
owned and managed the estate 
through many difficult times over 
the past four decades. 

“We have no hidden agenda and 
are committed to the estate and its 
long term future. 

“We want to move St Michael’s 
on to the next stage of its growth 
and development. 

“This is something that has been 
high on our agenda since 2007 
when we were approached and en¬ 
couraged by officers at West 
Dorset District Council to submit a 
joint planning application as our 
first submission for redeveloping 
the site.” 

When the brothers purchased the 
site in 1968 it had existing outline 


planning permission to build 
houses but their father, Norman 
Senior, decided against that option 
in order to create a ‘seed bed’ to 
enable small local businesses to set 
up on their own at low rents and 
favourable terms. 

Many of them, such as Top Gear 
and Clipper Teas moved on to big¬ 
ger and better things. This ap¬ 
proach was forward looking and 
ahead of its time. 

Norman said: “We have always 
been very sympathetic to the aims 
and aspirations of our tenants and 
we have tried to follow the ethos 
our father began. 

Worthwhile 

“Indeed, the majority of our 80 
tenants happily acknowledge the 
support we have given them for 
many years particularly in relation 
to their low rents; a policy which 
we intend to maintain. 

“We feel St Michael’s has served 
a really worthwhile purpose and 
we are committed to continue it in 
its regenerated form. 

“Our aim is to continue this sup¬ 
port should our planning applica¬ 
tion go through which is why we 
need an opportunity at this stage to 
tell our side of the story and to cor¬ 
rect harmful and, in some cases, 
mischievous misinformation. 


Clive Hayward, who is based in 
the Hayward & Co office on the 
estate, said: “I work closely with 
our tenants on a daily basis and it 
is an amicable relationship. 

“I believe our plans will help to 
further that relationship through 
greatly improved working condi¬ 
tions. It is clear that the current 
state of the buildings is less than 
satisfactory.” 

The brothers believe many of the 
claims made by the critics of the 
plans have to be challenged. 

“For example,” said Norman, 
“we firmly believe the creation of 
more high quality space will pro¬ 
vide more jobs, not fewer. 

“The vintage market can be re¬ 
sumed on the new cattle market car 
park, and artists who operate in the 
Bridport Industries building can 
continue to do so and will not be 
affected. 

“There is no hard evidence that 
tourism will be affected, and re¬ 
generation of the site will improve 
the arrival point in the town from 
the coach station. 

“On the issue of the principle of 
residential development, the estate 
is allocated as a housing site in the 
West Dorset Local Plan.” 

The Haywards’ plan is for 35 af¬ 
fordable homes, 66 houses, four 
maisonettes and commercial units. 
The Red Brick Cafe, the Auction 
House and the artists’ studios 
would all be retained. 

Two seriously rundown proper¬ 
ties, the Stover and Lilliput build¬ 
ings, would be re-built and 
renovated and existing tenants 
would move in to these from else¬ 
where on the estate. 

Norman Hayward added:”We are 
focused on helping the tenants and 
securing their future. We are totally 
committed to the long term future 
of St Michael’s and the estate is not 
for sale. 

“The plans submitted fully com¬ 
ply with the government’s new na¬ 
tional planning policy guidelines, 
and we believe the positives in our 
planning application far outweigh 
the negatives.”

Concerns over 
affordable housing 

A LETTER outlining concerns over af¬ 
fordable housing in West Dorset will be 
sent to the area's MP by Bridport Town 
Council. 

The decision to write to Oliver Letwin 
MP was taken during the town council's 
Environment and Social Wellbeing com¬ 
mittee. 

Concerns were raised at the meeting 
that a loop hole allowing homeowners 
to buy a house earmarked for affordable 
housing and then sell it to a private 
buyer was undermining attempts to 
cater for the 3,000 people on West 
Dorset's housing waiting list.

Clear weather, A-roads and car parks 
are the biggest cause of accidents 
for company car drivers says Total 
Accident management 


TOTAL Accident Management reveals an 
exclusive study into accidents involving 
high mileage company car drivers. 

The exclusive results between April 2011 
and May 2012 from a cross section of cor¬ 
porate motorists under accident manage¬ 
ment show that business drivers have 
collision rates that are 30 - 40% higher 
than those of private drivers. 

When looking at how weather can play 
its part in an accident, just over half of the 
recorded accidents (53%) took place in 
clear weather, setting corporate drivers 
apart from their retail counterparts. While 
accidents in adverse weather conditions, 
such as rain, snow and sleet accounted for 
just 4%. 

In adverse weather, drivers automati¬ 
cally take more precaution and reduce 
their speed, while in clear weather drivers 
are likely to travel faster and concentrate 
less, which can then result in an accident. 

Looking at road types and related acci¬ 
dents, there was a clear indication that A- 
roads are where drivers need to be at their 
most vigilant. The most accidents were 
recorded on major A-roads (20%) with B- 
roads (11%) in second place and minor A- 
roads (9%) in third place. Only 2.27% of 
accidents were recorded on motorways, 
reinforcing their relative safety compared 
to A and B-roads. 


The other key location where nearly 10% 
of accidents happened was in car parks. 
Although vehicles are travelling at slower 
speeds, drivers have to deal with many 
other factors as well as maintaining their 
own concentration. This type of accident 
is likely to be the most costly to fix overall. 

When looking at accident circum¬ 
stances, 17% of incidents involved a driver 
hitting a parked vehicle, while 15.2% of ac¬ 
cidents were results of a driver hitting a 
vehicle in the rear, and 11% of accidents 
involved a vehicle colliding with an object 
or property. All three could be caused by 
a combination of excess speed and/or lack 
of concentration. 

"We collect the data at regular intervals, 
which allows us to get a better picture of 
seasonality and external influences, and 
how they impact on accidents,"explained 
Total Accident Management's operations 
director Amanda Mullans. 

"If companies and their drivers can be 
made more aware of how different road 
types, weather conditions and other exter¬ 
nal factors have on driving safety, I am 
sure employers would ensure their em¬ 
ployees take appropriate care when driv¬ 
ing on company business. Total has 
developed its DriveSecure package to as¬ 
sist employers with many aspects of risk 
assessment," she added.

Time for a change at Henley 


THE last fortnight has seen sales at Don¬ 
caster and Ascot, the result of which has 
seen one horse leave and another join the 
Buckler yard at Henley. 

Small Fry the eight-year-old who has 
won two of his 11 races and been placed in 
three others, was sold last week despite 
him winning his last run at Ffos Las three 
weeks ago. 

Replacing him is Dora Canina, a four- 
year-old filly who has had one run; a 
bumper at Fakenham in ground too soft for 
her, where she finished near the back de¬ 
spite being sent off as favourite. 

However Buckler believes she has poten¬ 
tial. "She's a lovely horse. The ground was 
too soft for her; it was a bit of a bog. She will 
be turned out for the summer, and in the 
meantime as she is for sale will be looking 
for an individual or a syndicate to buy her." 

Another one who might be leaving the 
yard is Flag Flier who ran poorly at Ffos Las 
last week. 

After leading the field in the Walters UK 
Ltd Handicap Hurdle until halfway, she lost 
the lead and went backwards to finish last 
of the seven finishers. 


Buckler said: "It was a very disappointing 
run. She seems to have lost interest in rac¬ 
ing and didn't really try after she was 
beaten." 

The nine-year-old has failed to win any of 
her 22 races, with just two seconds and two 
thirds, and Buckler feels she would be bet¬ 
ter suited to doing something else. 

"She's a lovely horse but we can find 
nothing medically wrong including blood 
tests, so we will think about finding her an¬ 
other home, possibly hunting." 

Ethiopia, the yard's only other runner, 
found the ground at Ffos Las on the same 
card as Flag Flier, too soft for him, and fin¬ 
ished fourth in the Barry Walters Catering 
Handicap Chase over three miles. He also 
led until four out but ran out of stream. 

Buckler said: "Three times I ran the clerk 
of the course to check on the ground; the 
last just before we set off; and she told me 
the ground was still firm. 

"It started raining soon after we left and 
halfway there I was in two minds to turn 
back, but continued because the owners 
were already on the way to the course. I 
wish I hadn't bothered."

Olympics build-up gathers pace 


Weale makes Olympic team 

YEOVIL born Sam Weale will represent Team GB 
in the Modern Pentathlon at the London 2012 
Olympics. 

Weale was named last Friday as part of the 
Team GB who will field a full complement of two 
male and two female athletes in the modern 
pentathlon competition for the second succes¬ 
sive Olympics. 

This follows a very competitive qualification 
period, during which eight British athletes ex¬ 
ceeded the Olympic qualification standard. 

Weale will compete alongside Nick Wood- 
bridge, currently ranked fifth in the world. Both 
will be competing in their second successive 
Olympic Games, having made their debuts in 
Beijing in 2008. 

Weale recently became the first British man to 
win a European Championships medal. 

Olympic debutants Mhairi Spence and Saman¬ 
tha Murray will be looking to continueTeam GB's 
proud record in the women's competition. 

Britain's highest ranked female Spence won 
World Championship gold this year, while Mur¬ 
ray claimed the bronze medal. Both will be aim¬ 
ing to continue their fine form in London. 

Great Britain's female modern pentathletes 
have an outstanding track record at the Olympic 
Games, having won four medals since the 
women's event was added to the Olympic Pro¬ 
gramme at the Sydney 2000 Olympic Games. 

The men's competition takes place on 11 th Au¬ 
gust, followed by the women's competition a 
day later, meaning the women's medals will be 
the last medals won at the London 2012 
Olympic Games. 

Weale is the twin brother of former Yeovil Town 
goalkeeper Chris Weale, and said about his se¬ 


lection:"! am delighted to have been selected for 
my second Olympic Games. Being a home 
Games it truly will be a once in a life time expe¬ 
rience and I will be doing my very best to make 
the country proud." 

Team GB Chef de Mission Andy Hunt said:"The 
fact that eight British athletes achieved the mod¬ 
ern pentathlon Olympic qualification standard 
is a tribute to the excellent performance pro¬ 
gramme that has been developed by Pentathlon 
GB. 

"The four athletes selected today have demon¬ 
strated their great potential with impressive re¬ 
sults at world level over the past 12 months. 

The most notable of these are the gold and 
bronze medals won by Mhairi and Samantha re¬ 
spectively at the World Championships. 

Olympic snippets: 

• The addition of the modem pentathletes brings 
the total number of athletes officially selected to 
Team GB for London 2012 to 182 across 15 sport 
disciplines: archery, athletics - marathon, bad¬ 
minton, boxing, canoe slalom, fencing, hockey, 
modern pentathlon, rowing, sailing, shooting, 
swimming, synchronised swimming and table 
tennis. 

•Team GB will compete in all 26 sports on the 
Olympic Programme in London 2012. 

• Team GB is expected to consist of approxi¬ 
mately 550 athletes. 

• The modern pentathlon event will take place on 
the 11th (men) and 12th (women) August at the 
Copper Box (fencing), the Aquatics Centre (swim¬ 
ming) and Greenwich Park (riding and combined 
run/shoot). 

• Modern pentathlon debuted at the Olympics 
100 years ago at Stockholm in 1912. 



• London 2012 will be the first Olympics to fea¬ 
ture the run/shoot, also known as the combined 
event, as the climax to the competition. 

• The modern pentathlon at London 2012 will 
also see laser pistols used for the first time at an 
Olympic Games. They were introduced to the 
sport at the start of 2011 to replace the tradi¬ 
tional air pistols. 

• The women's modern pentathlon medals at 
London 2012 will be the last medals to be 
awarded at the Games. 


Final tune up for Brits in Sail for Gold 


DESPITE heavy rain and high winds, 
most of Great Britain's Olympic sailors 
acquitted themselves well in the final 
big competition before they race for 
gold in August. 

There were one or two surprises but 
everyone got to test the Olympic 
course at the Skandia Sail for Gold 
2012 held at the Weymouth and Port¬ 
land National Sailing Academy last 
week. 

Biggest surprise was in the Finn class 
where triple Olympic gold medallist 
Ben Ainslee was well beaten by the 
young pretender to his throne Giles 
Scott. 

True, Ainslie was suffering from a 
virus, but despite uncharacteristically 
capsizing on medal day, took silver, al¬ 
though 30 points behind the near 
faultless Scott who won with nine 
points. 

Reigning Olympic champions lain 
Percy and Andrew Simpson had a slim 


one-point lead over their main rivals, 
four-time Olympic medallist Robert 
Scheidt and his sailing partner Bruno 
Prada going into medal day. 

But the Simpson/Percy combination 
had to settle for bronze, beaten by the 
Irish pair of Peter O'Leary and David 
Burrows, and the Brazilians who took 
silver after Percy decided to go left at 
the start in both races, with their rivals 
going in the opposite direction. 

Alison Young was just one-point Be¬ 
hind China's Lijia Xu going into the 
Laser Radial medal race, but she 
rounded the windward mark in second 
to move into the gold medal position 
and hung on to the finish, with Xu fin¬ 
ishing well down the field. 

There was notable success too for 
two of the Paralympic teams. 

The Sonar trio of John Robertson, 
Hannah Stodel, Steve Thomas held off 
a strong challenge from the Dutch 
team to win by two points, whilst the 


partnership of Alexander Rickham and 
Niki Birrell dominated the Skud class to 
win easily with just five points. 

Helena Lucas just failed to make it a 
hat trick of paralympic golds in the 2.4 
when she was just nudged out by 
Thierry Schmitter of Holland, both fin¬ 
ishing on 15 points. 

Beijing Laser gold medallist Paul 
Goodison went into the medals day in 
fifth with a chance of taking silver, but 
in the end had to settle for fourth 

Current 470 World Champions, 
Matthew Belcher and Malcolm Page 
had been dominant throughout the 
week with Britain's Luke Patience and 
Stuart Bithell their only real rivals.

Although the Brits got away best in 
the medal race, the Australian's 
squeezed inside them at the windward 
mark to complete their dominance in 


convincing fashion, leaving Patience 
and Bithell with the silver. 

Current 470 Women's World Cham¬ 
pions, Hannah Mills and Saskia Clark 
suffered problems in the medal race 
when their tiller extension broke mo¬ 
ments from the start. 

Although they had no chance of 
making gold, they recovered and 
moved up a place to take bronze. 

Although Steve Morrison and Ben 
Rhodes, finished second in the medal 
race, it was not enough to beat their 
49er training partners, Dylan Fletcher 
and Alain Sign, and had to settle for 
fourth. 

Nick Dempsey took bronze in the 
RS:X men's class after finishing third in 
the medal race, with Bryony Shaw fin¬ 
ishing eight in the women's equivalent. 

The Elliott 6m team of Lucy Macgre- 
gor, Kate Macgregor & Annie Lush 
were beaten 2-1 in the quarter-final by 
Australia's Olivia Price. 


Wilson targets gold 



WORLD No 1 Peter Wilson from Glanvilles 
Wootton, near Sherborne is on target to win 
gold at the London 2012 Olympics in August 
after smashing the world record on his way to 
victory in the ISSF Shotgun World Cup in Tuc¬ 
son, Arizona. 

The 25-year-old won the double trap men’s 
final with a new record score of 198 hits out of 
200 targets, beating the previous record of 196 
set by China's Hu Binyuan in 2009. 

Sharpshooter Wilson, whose father taught 
him to shoot as a youngster after he hurt his 
shoulder in a snowboarding accident, is one of 
11 shooters who will represent GB at the com¬ 
petition which will take place at the Royal Ar¬ 
tillery Barracks, Woolwich between July 28th 
and August 6th. 


Olympic shooting facts: 

• Shooting has appeared on every Olympic pro¬ 
gramme, apart from St Louis 1904 and Amster¬ 
dam 1928. The number and variety of events 
have changed many times over the Olympiads. 

• From Mexico City 1968, women began com¬ 
peting with men in a number of Olympic shoot¬ 
ing events, until the sport became segregated 
at the 1996 Atlanta Olympic Games. 

• There are three different shooting disciplines: 
Shotgun, Pistol and Rifle, and each one consists 
of a qualification and final round. 

The competitor's qualification and final round 
scores are added together, and the person with 
the most points at the end of the match is de¬ 
clared the winner.
